gles in the New York Herald, we make the
following extraots: —

DRTAILE OF THE BYRTEM,

The information dispensed by thene retall
dealers in commerolal repntations is colleoted
by various meauns. One leading firm prefers to
employ lawyers, and in every villsge has as ita
agont the ﬂlll? alouonar, who, being au fau
in the affairs o ollents, f8 sup to be
most 0om petent anthority ns to their floanoial
standing. Haviog vo interest in the affairs of
the central agenoy beyond what he can make
out of it by hook or by orook, the agsnt takes
mo tronble to collect iuformation, merely jot-
ting down impressions hastily formed and
transmitting them ss aocarate data. Of his
friends he takes ocare, of course; bal let the
ptore at whioh he trades, as the sonntry phrase
is, onoe refuse him a long oredit, and the pro-

stor i3 doomed to the logs of reputation in
the New York markst. Or worse, the agent
visita the head of the firm and presents his
oredentinls, insinnating that it wonld give him

loasure to maks hims=ll of advantage to it
or & consideration, and thus fuarna the insti-
tation he representsa into a vehicle for
levying blackmail That ome of these
resnlts  generally follows s obvions
from the nature of the ease. The agent has
no interest in taking the trouble to secure ao-
ourate information; he has an fotsrest in
making all he can ont of the advantages
afforded him. It is not lomg since the writer
had opportunity of proving the trath of these

allegations from inspection of the books of a

leading firm. In a single manufacturiog towa
in New Eoglaud one firm which had failed
fonr weeks before wad rated safe, while
another firm of heavy capital and mnu:ghed by

able business men was rated below hall a

dozen other firms whioh conid hardly be ao-

eounted solvent. In the town tested there

were thirtesn manufactories in all, and a

more absurd jumble of error than was repre-

sented by their ratiog was never exhibited
under the pretense of accurate information.

The agent, who was, or onght to have been,

responsible for tha inform ation; was also par-

sooally known to the writer, and took mno
farther tromble in the matter than to re-
turn by mail his impresgions in the mat-
ter,, without even the ceremony of in-
quiring to aseure himseli to their correctness,

The above is only one oase in a hundred
thounsand, probably, and is mentioned only as
a oase which came under the writer’s peracnal
moties. In faot, the agent is generally unac-
guainted with the heads of the agsnoy ha ra-

gents, aud carea not a straw for their in-
rests, 8o long as his personal ends can be
subserved. The legal agent is libarally remn-
merated with promises by the firm, of which
+ he is the acoredited correspondent. His name
is placed upon the books, and the firm
promises to recommend him as & collector in
oase any city customer of theirs shounld need
the services of a coll«ctor in his vioinity. Tnis
is the substance of the terms of the compact
when the t employed is a lawyer.

One of ﬁ:a thres or four firms mentioned
employs business men in preference. The
system is to have several agents in every city
and town. For reports in the dry goods ba-
diness a person engaged in that trade is em-
ployed; for reports of other lines of business
an in the line to be reported is written

to and becomes the correspondent of the cen-
tral agency. In smaller towns, where no ex-
fensive trade is carried on, it is oustomary to
receive reports from baunkers who are sap-
tobe au fait as to bank accomntis, and
erefore competent anthority, This system,
it is evident, is even more dangerons than the
other, pinoce it affords men in any line of buai-
ness the very best opportunitiea to destroy
the credit of a rival in the New York markat,
and that, too, withont the slighteat liability
to action for libel. The information to be im-
parted is confidential—striotly so—and no way
of redress {a open excspt that of horse-whip-
E:in‘ the agent in quescion, whioh, however,
no degree mends the broken vesssl of
oredit; and hence, unlesa the rival is pos-
ressed of sufliclent capital to psy cash, his
business languishis through deplation of
stock, and final failare resnlts,

Either system evidently oarries with it avery
pradllﬁodng oause for inaccuraoy of informa-
tion. If the agent has no personal emda to
subserve he contents himsell with tranimit-
ting his impressions in the rough, withoat
inquiry, reproducing the gossip of the hour,
which may or may not be well founnded, and
no more. [f he has any petiy spite to gratify
he gratifiea (i, if any firm is willing to pay
liberally for a firat-class rating he rates it firat
olags, regardless of the faots; if he has o rival
in business who is to be destroyed he begins
the work by impugning the credit of hia rival
in the New York market, and trusta to Provi-
dence or the bridge at Btirling to carry him
safe overin completing what he has thus began.
Yet information, or something 8o oalled, gathar-
ed by these me is gravely retailed inthe New
York market as dathentic by firms the heads of
which are aware, if they have any common-
gense knowledge of human nature in their
or of its utter nursliability and of ita
absolote libslonsness o & majority of cases.
Of loftier pretense, fulfillsd in mavoer more

no example. lven the quackery of the
quack dootor is inunocent, compared with the
workiogs of this mighty engine of misrepre-
pentation and inoendo, woich assassinates
commercisl relationa in secrat, leaviog no
avenue of redress to the injured party.

for uracy of information,

The sheet of correc-
tions ta also malled weekly to his address, and
serves, with the ald of the key, 10 kesp him
ted as to the standing of costomers, if not
n thempelves, at loast with the agent of the
firm issuiog the sheet, With the key, how-
over, agents are not necessarily entrusted, nor
are I’hpy in reeeipt of the weekly sheat unless
actual subseribers. In a word, the interprsta-
tion of the 1lddle ia xept & profound secret
between the agenoy and the oustomer who
availe himeell of ita rather fanvifully valaable
services,

The general substance of the deseriptions
nﬁon the books may be snmmed np in a fow
r rates. Bafe to a certain amount; dolng

wusiness on swall capital; not of good record;
addicted to fallure; inclined to evade payment;
living beyond ivcome; not of good habits;
wantiog in business taot; good for this amount
or that. These sare some of the notes and
comments which appear against the names of
firms, beade of which have mot, perhaps,
treated the sgent with suficient pecuniary
politeness, and are, therefore, to be damned
with faint pralee, too, which s more destroe-
tive of busivess reputation than downright
blame counld be. Thess are they who must be
rated above the dreaded 46, but who, never-
thelees, are nnwilling to pay liberally for first-
olass reputations—for a firm nowadays need
not meke & repntation. Thatis old and passe,
snd belonvd to an age when affairs were not
driven at 2-2], ere Jernmy Yardstiock was deliv-
ered of hisidea and #et up business in the
dozy old kennel in Nassan street, in full sight
of that dromedary of a bullding, the New
York st Office; for if ever revolationist ex-
isted, that lean, lank, lathlike Jommy Yard-
stick bas been one, and so will continne to be,

robably, until, at the last, he shall post his
Eooka and balance hisa scconnts, only to find
bhimgelf vitally insolvent. Poor Jemmy! It
cannot but be very hard for the originator of
a pew idea to die and leave all his glory be-
hind him, though there are those who aver
that Jemmy has lived the life of a vampyre—
that is, by sucking the blood of his fellows, or
tbﬂ pockets, which is about the same; and
to dle nnappreciated is certainly worse than
uot to be permitted to die atall. Poor Jemmy !
—the thermometer of his credit with life at
his own forty-six—he may hereafter have
occasion to remember how that oabalistio
forty-six was death to the credit of many a
struggling toiler after fortuue more honest by
far in act and intention than Mr. Yardstick
aver dreamed of being.
